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DRINKING-WATER. 


One of the First Requirements at SoeeeH 


on a Farm.. 


One of the first reqnirsmenat of suc- 


cess on a farm, says the repori of the 
Massachusetts Experimental 'JfBtation, 
consists ia an ample supply "Ef good 
water. 
Purity of the water fced, for 


drinking in particular, is ot «tal im- 
portance. 
Cities and townaPusually 


have their organizations for tl supply 
of water, and they exact cert a guar- 
antees regarding the quality j rnished 
for their use. The farmer, liv g as a 
rule more isolated on his farmj 
i in this 


respect largely left to his own punsel. 
His chances for obtaining go< 
'" water 


from springs, and for prote< ing hin 
wells against the access of oSnoxions 
matters by infiltrations and otherwise, 
are, in the majority of cases, quite favor- 
able, intelligently turned to account. 


A satisfactory supply of a good 


drinking water depends, in a!control- 
ling degree, on a judicious selection of 
the location of the well designed for 
the use of the family a ail for the live 
stock, and on the personal attention be- 
stowed from time to time on the condi- 
tion of the latter and its surroundings. 
Wells may be badly located in the 
start, or may become exposed to con- 
tamination by subsequent changes in 
the surroundings. Good wells are lia- 
ble to change for the worse at any time, 
on account of circumstances too nu- 
merous to state in this connection. To 
periodically ascertain the exact condi- 
tion of the well which supplies the 
wants of the family and of the live 
stock is a task which no farmer can 
for any length of time discard, without 
incurring a serious risk in health and 
prosperity. The subject receives, quits 
frequently, but little attention, on ac- 
count of the fact that the harmful 
qualities, which an apparently good 
water may contain, are disguised be- 
yond recognition by the unaided senses. 
Certain delicate chemical tests, aided 
at times by microscopical observations, 
are, in the majority of cases, the only 
reliable means, in our present state 6l 
the sciences, by which desirable infor- 
mation regarding the true character ot 
a drinking water can be obtained. 


These tests, it must be acknowledged, 


although of the greatest importance 
from a general stand-point, have their 
limitations. They readily indicate the 
presence of organic matters, but give 
no_ unfailing decision regarding their 
origin—whether animal or vegetable- 
leaving thus, quite frequently, the de- 
gree of their harmfulness quite unde- 
cided. However, the chemical analysis 
may be depended upon for all practical 
purposes, as revealing the presence of 
objectionable qualities of the water. 
The harmful substances found in drink 
ing water are of two classes—mineral 
and organic. Few natural waters are 
entirely 1'ree from mineral matters: 
nearly all contain small quantities ot 
lime, soda, magnesia and iron—sub- 
stances which may be considered harm- 
less in that case. Larger quantities oi 
these elements, however, render the 
water objectionable for drinking and 
also more or less unfit for various ap- 
plications, as washing and cooking, 
feeding of steam apparatus, etc. 


Foremost among the dangerous min- 


eral substances which have been found 
in drinking water is the lead. Its pres- 
ence is usually due to the use of lead 
pipes for conducting the water from the 
well to the pump and elsewhere. Lead 
is a treacherous and dangerous poison. 
Not a trace should be tolerated in 
drinking-water. The use of lead pipes 
for conducting the latter for either of 
the above-stated purposes should he 
strictly prohibited by State law. 
Arsenic 


und copper are rarely met with in 
natural waters; yet a careless handling 
of paris green is at any time apt to be- 
come most dangerous in this direction. 
These three metals—lead, copper and 
arsenic—are direct poisons to the ani- 
mal system, and therefore are the most 
dangerous mineral impurities in drink- 
ing-water, though ordinarily rare. The 
most frequent source of danger comes 
evidently from the presence of organic 
matter, indicating contamination by 
decaying animal or vegetable sub- 
stances. Wells are not infrequently 
found polluted by the gases and liquids 
emanating from sinks, privies, cess- 
pools and farm-yards. — New England 
Farmer. 


DISINFECTING RAOS. 


The System Adapted at BrookVyh to Pre. 


vent the Introduction of Cholera Germs. 
The process of disinfection by super- 


heated steam as now practiced at tha 
Baltic Stores, in Brooklyn, is believed 
to be the complete solution of a problem 
which has occasioned so much worri- 
ment. It is the practical application of 
steam of any desired temperature and 
time to bale goods. The apparatus con- 
sists of an ordinary engine of sufficient 
power and boiler strength with an at- 
tached superheater. To this is append- 
ed a series of iron boxes about the 
shape of and large enough to admit a 
bale of rags pushed ia endwise. 
Each 


one of several boxes has penetrating 
through, from the rear end, five gimlet- 
bit screws nearly as lon.s as a bale oi 
rags, enlarged from a point to about 
two inches in diameter, and at such a 
distance apart as to about equally divide 
the end of a bale. 
These screws are 


hollow and perforated in their whole 
circumfereace and length and, more- 
over, each one is the terminus of a 
steam escape cock. 
The screws are 


rapidly revolved by the machinery. On 
pushing in a bale of rags it no soonet 
comes in contact with the points of the 
screws than it is drawn with the great- 
fist rapidity. The box is then closed by 
a flap-door, hinged at the top, and the 
steam turned on—in through the screws, 
and around the bale. In two or three 
minutes the temperature of the bale 
throughout as thus exposed can be 
raised to three hundred and thirty de- 
grees F. (or more if required), and sus- 
tained for any desired length of time. 
As practiced at the Baltic Stores tha 
bales are kept in the boxes about ten 
minutes. But they become so thorough- 
ly penetrated with heat during thai 
time that a high temperature is kept np 
for several hours after they are removed. 
This is tested by pushing a thermome- 
ter into the screw holes. 
The whok 


apparatus may be erected on board oi 
a lighter, and be used with increased 
f acuity to commerce afloat—N. f. 
Journal.

motive engineers employed on the ele- 
vated railroads hare lor a long time com- 
plained about the uncertainty of their 
hours and of petty annoyances and strin- 
gent regulations, which, they say, have 
been put upon them by the train dis- 
patchers.

THB NBW UGHT IN A MONTH. 


This morning the poles on which to 


string the Electric Light wires arrived in 
Deoatnr from Ft. Wayne, shipped by the 
Jenney company. It is predicted by a 
member of the gas committee that Deca- 
tur will have the electric light on or be- 
fore Feb. 1st, so that there may be but 
one more lighting of the gas lamps. 
When the Jenney company bring their 
men here bom Pekin and Peons the 
towers and wires will go up with a rush. 
The plant will cost Decatnr over $19,000, 
including services of an expert. We will 
have 8 towers 125 feet high with 5 lamps 
at the top of each; also 10 low lights that 
alone will illuminate 40 blocks. The 
Jenney light at Peoris is a big success, 
The Transcript of to day says: 


It was a bold strike on the part of the 


Peoria council to abolish the system of 
street lighting which had served our pur- 
pose for forty years, and inaugurate such 
a radical change as was the introduction 
of the electric light. But it was done; 
and to merely say that the venture has 
proved a success would be to "damn it 
with taint praise " It is more than a suc- 
cess. It is a grand surprise in the march 
of science. 
The best effect of this light ia one which 


the people had not duly considered. It 
is not the direct glare from the carbon, 
but that mellow, tempered light, retiecied 
from the atmosphere, down into every 
nook and corner of the city. It is better 
than moonlight in this respect, because 
of its better diffusion.

Business—Sketch of Hit Busy Life.

The members of the firm, which as is 


well known has been engaged exclusively 
in the wholesale trade for a term ot six- 
teen years, are John Ullrich sod J. G. 
Cloyd, the latter having had an interest 
iu the house since 1880. The foregoing 
announcement indicates that Mr. Ullrich 
has decided to go out of active commer- 
cial life, and devote his time and atten- 
tion to his stock farm and other interests. 
Mr. Ullrich has been a leading merchant 
in Decatnr tor » period of thirty yean, 
dating from 1856, when there were but 
few dwellings here and fewer stores. 
When but sixteen years of age he came 
to America from the old country, a pen- 
niless German boy, unable to speak a 
word of English. He landed at New Or- 
leans, La., after a voyage of fifty-six days 
over the ocean in a sailing vessel, and be- 
ing determined to make a name and a
